38-0) and Taepyong=ri (127-10, 38-37) (sic) Mulgae-ri (126-19, 38=22) and 
Oktong=ni (127-07, 38-27) on the northeast side of the road between the 
police station at the nortiwest corner of the intersection and the Hyon

3, The command staff of this force quarters in the residence of Aim Taeak, @

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(160 feet) northwest of the bridge, 75 meters (250 feet) northeast of 
the river, The house was confiscated for the purposée 


The garrison in the immediate area is 700 men, 100 in each of seven- 
walled fortifications distributed on each of three hills running northeast 
from a point approximately 250 meters (1150 feet) south southeast of the 
Oktong Poad intersection, and each of four hills running northwest from a 
point approximately 250 meters east northeast of the bridge. This force 
is commanded by KIM Ch'aek, forner Vice Premier of the North Korean 
government. 


The force is armed as follows: (numbers of weapons unstated) 


a. Small arms: Rifles, Soviet Moisin-Nagant, 680 percent; Soviet PPSH, 
10 percent; remainder U.S. Mel and pistols (undaseribed) »

The ammunition supply is infrequent. 


Transport consists of S motorcycles, ten J-wheeled motorcycles, and 
ox carts. Rations are obtained by confiscation from neighboring 


villages. 


Groups of these partisans disguised as refugees penetrate other areas making 


contact with other groups of NKPA remnants.
